Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative  j 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1807,  whether  tor  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  1 ram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  I elephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
Otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  ; 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a ike  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 


and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  he  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  anv  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing 10  ,’  inches  by  74  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  One 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof.

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons,  relatino  to  Private  Bills. 

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  tlieir  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Camilla 
Cazettr,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  he  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  he  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  he  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  he  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
he  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  he  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 


any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  he  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  maimer  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  tlie  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  ho 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  he  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  he  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  he  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  he  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  tlie  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  he  reported  hack  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  he  withdrawn.

A\7HEREAS  a petition  has  been  presented  t<>  the 
VV  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Sandon,  signed  hy  the  owners  of  at  h ast  one- 
tenth  of  the  value  of  the  real  property  in  the  said 
City  (as  shown  hy  the  last  revised  Assessment  Roll), 
requesting  the  said  Council  to  introduce  a by-law  to 
raise  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for 
the  purpose  of  the  limning  of  and  making  improve- 
ments in  the  channel  of  Carpenter  Creek  and  paying 
for  the  same : 

And  whereas  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  expedient 
to  flume  the  said  Creek  for  the  convenience  of  the 
citizens  and  for  the  protection  of  property  from  floods: 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  borrow  the  said  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  : 

And  whereas  the  whole  amount  of  the  ratable  land 
and  improvements  of  the  said  City,  according  to  the 
last  revised  Assessment  Roll,  is  three  hundred  and 
sixty-two  thousand  dollars  ($362,000)  :

DELTA  HIGHWAY  BY-LAW,  1898. 


TTTHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  the  Municipal 
VV  Council  of  the  Municipality  of  Delta  should 
rescind,  vary  and  establish  certain  highways  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  Municipality  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  as  follows : — 

1.  That  the  portion  of  a highway  established  be- 
tween lots  183  and  184,  group  2,  west  from  the  N.  E. 
corner  of  John  Honeyman’s  lot  (being  the  westerly 
portion  of  lot  183)  to  a highway  at  the  western  bound- 
ary of  lot  185,  be  and  is  hereby  rescinded  and  in  lieu 
thereof  a highway  be  and  is  hereby  established,  forty- 
five  feet  wide,  commencing  on  a highway  at  S.  E. 
corner  of  lot  known  as  Thomas  Williams  lot,  and  being 
a portion  of  lot  186  ; thence  east  through  lots  185  and 
184  to  the  G.  B.  main  road. 

2.  That  the  highway,  45  feet  wide,  established  from 
the  N.  E.  corner  of  timber  lot  No.  1,  township  5,  north 
to  south  line  of  lot  173,  be  and  is  hereby  increased  in 
width  to  66  feet,  by  taking  33  feet  on  each  side  of  the 
section  line.

175  and  177;  running  east  to  N.  E.  corner  of  lot  175, 
group  2,  be  and  is  hereby  rescinded.
